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INTRODUCTION 


Catawba  College  was  founded  by  the  Reformed  Church  on  December  3,  1851, 
in  Newton,  North  Carolina.  A  year  later,  on  December  17,  1852,  the  institution 
was  formally  chartered  by  the  State  Legislature  and  empowered  to  receive  and 
hold  property  under  the  title  of  “The  Trustees  of  Catawba  College,"  and  given  the 
right  “of  conferring  degrees  or  marks  of  literary  distinction  as  are  usually 
conferred  in  colleges  and  seminaries  of  learning."  When  the  College  was  established, 
it  was  opened  to  men  only,  but  in  1880  women  were  admitted,  and  since  that  time 
the  institution  has  been  coeducational.  In  1923,  the  College  was  moved  to 
Salisbury,  North  Carolina,  where  it  is  now  located. 

Catawba  College  is  governed  by  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  twenty-seven  members, 
eight  of  whom  are  elected  by  the  General  Synod,  eight  by  the  Southern  Synod  of 
the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church,  three  by  the  Alumni  Association,  and  eight 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  institution  is  fully  accredited  by  the  Southern 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools.  Enrollment  for  the  1963-64  school  year  is 
86l,  including  147  in  the  senior  class. 

The  College  authorities  request  approval  of  the  institution  and  its  under¬ 
graduate  programs  for  the  preparation  of  elementary  teachers,  and  secondary  teachers 
in  the  areas  of  Bible,  business  education,  English,  modern  foreign  languages  (French 
and  Spanish),  mathematics,  science  (including  the  individual  areas  of  biology, 
chemistry,  geology,  and  physics),  social  studies  (in  the  individual  areas  of 
history,  political  science,  and  sociology  only),  physical  education  and  health, 
music,  and  home  economics.

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STANDARD  I— OVER-ALL  POLICIES 


A .  Purposes  and  Objectives 

Clearly  defined  statements  of  the  aims  and  objectives  of  the  college  are 
stated  in  the  College  Bulletin  (1963-64)  and  the  Self-Study.  The  aims,  as 
stated  in  both  the  Bulletin  and  the  Self-Study  include:  (l)  to  instill  in  the 
student  zeal  to  enrich  human  life  and  to  become  a  Christian  personality,  (2)  to 
instill  a  love  of  truth  and  knowledge  and  to  instruct  students  in  the  methods 
of  study  appropriate  to  the  various  disciplines,  and  (3)  to  assist  in  choosing 
a  life  work,  and  in  preparing  for  professional  or  graduate  study. 

In  the  stated  major  aims  or  objectives  of  the  college,  the  education  of 
teachers  is  not  included.  However,  the  education  of  teachers  appears  to  have  the 
cooperation  and  support  of  involved  departments  and  areas,  and  the  graduates  in 
the  teaching  profession  are  pointed  to  with  pride  by  departments  and  individuals 
within  departments.  The  advisory  program  for  teacher  education  is  directed  by 
academic  advisors. 

The  college  provides  both  elementary  and  secondary  teacher  education  programs. 
Teachers  are  prepared  in  elementary  education  at  the  primary  and  intermediate 
levels.  At  the  secondary  level,  teachers  are  prepared  in  Bible,  business  education, 
English,  modern  foreign  languages  (French  and  Spanish),  mathematics,  science 
(including  the  individual  areas  in  biology,  chemistry,  geology,  and  physics), 
social  studies  (in  the  individual  areas  of  history,  political  science,  and 
sociology  only),  physical  education  and  health,  music,  and  home  economics. 

The  major  objective  of  the  teacher  education  program,  as  stated  in  the 
Self-Study,  is  to  establish  proficiency  in  specialized  study  in  a  particular 
field  and  to  gain  breadth  in  related  subjects,  as  well  as  proficiency  in  the  art 
of  teaching. 
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B.  Organization  and  Administration 


Charts  I,  II,  and  III  indicate  the  administrative  officers,  administrative 
units,  and  policy- f orming  bodies.  From  the  charts,  there  is  no  indication  of 
the  role  of  teacher  education  except  the  listing  of  the  Education  Department  along 
with  other  departments.  The  Dean  of  the  College  is  the  chief  academic  officer.  He 
is  in  charge  of  administrative  policies  and  procedures  and  is  charged  with  the 
ultimate  responsibility  for  developing  and  administering  the  process  of  preparing 
teachers.  Policies  for  the  teacher  education  program  are  approved  by  the  faculty 
upon  recommendation  of  the  Dean  of  the  College,  who  is  advised  by  the  Teacher 
Preparation  Committee.  Course  changes  must  be  recommended  by  the  curriculum 
committee  before  the  faculty  takes  action. 

The  Teacher  Preparation  Committee  was  formed  about  a  year  before  the  visit  of 
the  State  Visitation  Committee  to  the  campus.  According  to  faculty  members,  it  was 
established  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  the  Self-Study.  The  members  have  been 
informed  that  the  committee  is  to  be  continued,  but  the  functions,  duties,  and 
responsibilities  of  the  committee  have  not  been  defined.  The  committee  has  no 
committee  description,  nor  has  it  kept  minutes  of  past  meetings  or  records  of 
action.  The  committee  is  composed  of  members  of  the  Education  Department  and  five 
members  appointed  from  various  departments.  The  Dean  of  the  College  is  chairman 
of  the  committee. 

It  appears  that  the  Dean  of  the  College  bears  sole  responsibility  for  planning 
and  development  of  curricula,  policies,  registration  and  enrollment,  and  standards 
for  the  teacher  education  program.  He  also  has  charge  of  administration  of  policies. 
The  role  of  the  Department  of  Education  in  the  teacher  education  program  is  not 
clear. 

The  central  agency  vested  with  the  authority  and  responsibility  for  certifying 
to  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction  that  a  candidate  has  completed  the 
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teacher  education  program  and  is  recommended  by  the  college  for  certification  is 
the  Office  of  the  Registrar.  The  approval  or  endorsement  of  the  Education 
Department  indicates  that  the  head  of  the  department  has  certified  that  a  student 
has  completed  the  necessary  professional  education  courses.  No  formal  or  informal 
endorsement  is  given  by  departments  or  areas  in  which  the  candidate  is  to  be 
certified.  The  secretary  to  the  Registrar  checks  the  courses  completed  in  the 
major  departmental  area  in  regard  to  hours  and  grades.  The  certification  forms 
are  completed  entirely  by  the  secretary  to  the  Registrar.  The  Dean  stated  that 
this  system  will  be  changed,  with  each  candidate  to  be  required  to  have  the 
endorsement  of  the  department  in  which  he  is  being  prepared.  This  endorsement 
will  then  be  furnished  by  the  Registrar  for  certification  to  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Instruction.

STANDARD  II— STUDENT  PERSONNEL  PROGRAMS  AND  SERVICES 


A.  Admission  Policies  and  Procedures 

1.  Admission  to  the  College 

Admission  policies  are  established  by  the  Admissions  Committee,  consisting 
of  the  President,  Dean,  Director  of  Admissions,  and  two  faculty  members.  Admission 
to  Catawba  College  is  based  on  consideration  of  several  factors.  These  factors 
are : 

a.  Scores  on  the  CEEB  (SAT).  Although  there  is  no  cutoff  score  on 

the  SAT,  students  with  scores  of  less  than  850  total  are  re-examined 
by  the  Admissions  Committee.  The  1963-64  freshman  class  had  a  mean 
SAT  combined  score  of  926. 

b.  Other  test  scores.  Where  there  is  question  about  the  SAT  scores, 
the  college  gives  the  Ohio  State  Psychological  Examination  and 
requires  a  minimum  percentile  rank  of  the  30th  percentile.  Other 
tests  are  required  when  deemed  necessary. 

c.  High  school  record.  Attention  is  paid  to  high  school  course  pattern, 
grades,  rank  in  class,  evaluations,  and  activities. 

d.  Visit  to  the  campus.  Although  not  required,  approximately  90  percent 
of  the  prospective  students  visit  the  campus  prior  to  enrollment. 

For  the  1963-64  freshman  class,  597  applications  were  received,  361  were  accepted, 
and  201  enrolled.  About  50  who  might  have  been  accepted  withdrew  their  application. 

2.  Admission  to  the  Teacher  Education  Program 

Prior  to  1963-64*  there  was  no  formal  admission  to  the  teacher  education 
program  except  enrollment  in  an  education  course.  In  the  faculty  workshop  during 
the  fall  of  1963*  the  following  policies  were  recommended:  * 

a.  A  member  of  the  Education  Department  and  the  student's  major  advisor 

*  The  Dean  stated  that  these  policies  had  been  adopted  in  substance,  with  detailed 
procedures  to  be  developed. 
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should  agree  that  the  student  is  admitted  to  the  program  after 
an  interview. 

b.  The  student  must  be  maintaining  the  required  college-wide  academic 
average  of  "C"  „ 

c„  The  student  should  demonstrate  ability  to  express  himself  clearly 
in  the  interview. 

d.  The  student  should  submit  a  statement  of  general  health,,  obtained 
from  the  College  Infirmary. 

3 .  Enrollments 

During  the  spring  semester  of  1964*  the  total  enrollment  of  the  College  was 
86l  students.  The  College  will  graduate  147  persons  during  this  year.  Sixty-seven 
of  these  graduates  will  be  qualified  to  receive  a  State  teacher’s  certificate  and 
could  be  counted  as  being  in  the  teacher  education  program. 

The  total  enrollment  of  the  College  has  grown  from  660  in  1956-57  to  the 
present  figure.  However,  it  is  not  anticipated  that  it  will  increase  appreciably 
in  the  future,  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  adopted  a  policy  that  will  limit  the 
enrollment  to  no  more  than  1,000  students. 

B.  Retention  and  Evaluation  Policies  and  Procedures 

Teacher  education  students  must  meet  the  same  retention  requirements  as  are 
met  by  all  students  at  the  college.  Students  must  pass  nine  semester  hours  in  the 
first  semester  of  the  freshman  year  and  12  semester  hours  in  each  subsequent 
semester.  By  the  end  of  the  sophomore  year,  students  must  complete  at  least 
51  semester  hours  and  have  a  "C"  average  on  46  semester  hours.  Evidence  presented 
showed  that  almost  all  of  those  dropped  from  the  program  were  dropped  for  academic 
and/or  personal  reasons. 
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C.  Transfer  Policies 


To  be  accepted,  transfer  students  must  transfer  from  an  accredited  college, 
be  eligible  to  return  to  that  institution,  and  have  an  over-all  "C"  average. 

Transfer  students  must  earn  at  least  30  semester  hours  toward  a  degree  at 
Catawba  College. 

D.  Advisement  System 

Freshman  students  are  advised  by  an  assigned  faculty  advisor.  After  the 
academic  major  is  selected,  a  member  of  that  department  becomes  the  student's 
advisor  for  the  remainder  of  his  time  at  Catawba. 

When  there  is  question  concerning  professional  education  courses,  teacher 
education  students  are  referred  to  the  Education  Department  for  advisement.  Other 
advisement  is  provided  by  the  appropriate  personnel  dean  and  the  Dean  of  the 
College . 

E.  Information  on  Career  Opportunities  in  Teaching 

Students  receive  information  on  career  opportunities  in  teaching  during 
their  professional  education  courses  and  through  the  efforts  of  the  placement 
office. 

F.  College  Placement  Services 

The  college  placement  office  has  been  in  existence  about  15  years.  It 
prepares  folders  on  each  student  who  requests  its  services,  arranges  interviews 
with  school  administrators,  and  lists  specific  job  opportunities  throughout  the 
year.  The  services  are  free  to  Catawba  students  and  some  of  their  wives  and  may 
be  used  by  graduates. 

G.  Follow-up  Program 

The  follow-up  program  at  Catawba  is  not  on  a  systematic  basis.  Some  informal 
follow-up  information  is  obtained  from  the  placement  office  and  alumni  office. 
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Ho  Records 


Catawba  College  has  a  decentralized  system  of  records .  Academic  records 
are  in  the  Registrar’s  office.  Medical  and  health  records  are  kept  by  the 
college  physician.  Personal  records  and  general  progress  records  are  kept  by 
the  personnel  deans.  Placement  records  are  filed  in  the  Placement  Office. 

General  records  of  present  and  past  teacher  education  students  are  in  the  office 
of  the  Education  Department.  Records  are  available  to  faculty  and  administration 
members  unless  they  violate  the  student's  right  to  privacy. 

I .  National  Teacher  Examination  Results 

The  average  score  on  the  Common  Examination  of  the  National  Teacher  Examination 
for  teacher  education  candidates  at  Catawba  College  was  578  in  1963.  The  national 
mean  was  581  and  the  State  mean  was  541. 
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STANDARD  III— FACULTY 


A.  Professional  Education  Faculty 
1.  Preparation  and  Number 

The  Department  of  Education  has  three  full-time  members .  They  indicate 
a  primary  interest  in  teaching  and  professional  growth.  These  are  evidenced 
by  the  apparent  willingness  to  assume  teaching  duties  and  other  responsibilities 
beyond  the  expectations  of  the  college.  All  of  them  have  participated  in 
advanced  graduate  study  in  recent  years.  Two  have  the  doctor’s  degree  in  the 
appropriate  fields  and  the  third  member  has  three  years  of  graduate  study  beyond 
the  master's  degree.  The  two  with  doctorates  received  them  within  the  last  five 
years  while  employed  at  this  institution.  Two  hold  the  rank  of  Associate  Professor 
and  one  the  rank  of  Assistant  Professor.  They  have  been  on  the  faculty  for  five 
years*  four  years*  and  one  year*  respectively.  The  professional  education  courses 
are  taught  by  people  with  graduate  majors  in  the  assigned  subject  areas,  with  the 
following  possible  exceptions; 

Art  Appreciation  -  No  formal  preparation 

Handicrafts  -  No  formal  preparation 

Children’s  Literature  -  No  formal  preparation  except  as  a  part  of  reading 
courses 

Driver  Education  -  No  formal  preparation 

Visual  Education  ~  One  graduate  course 

Safety  Education  -  No  formal  preparation 

All  members  of  the  professional  education  faculty  have  public  school  teaching 
experience  in  professional  situations  similar  to  those  for  which  they  prepare 
students.  The  only  discernible  program  designed  to  improve  the  professional 
competence  of  the  faculty  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  teachers  is  a  two-day 
conference  prior  to  the  opening  of  school.  Faculty  members  who  desire  a  leave  of

absence  for  advanced  study  toward  a  degree  are  sometimes  granted  such  leave, 
with  some  financial  assistance.  The  director  of  the  program  has  an  earned 
doctor's  degree. 

Methods  courses  in  secondary  subject  areas  are  taught  by  members  of  the 
respective  departments.  In  addition  to  their  qualifications  as  members  of  the 
departments,  all  have  extensive  high  school  teaching  experience,  thus  augmenting 
their  qualifications  as  teachers  of  the  methods  courses  for  the  subject. 

2.  Load 

The  professional  education  program  has  undergone  radical  changes  in  the 
past  two  or  three  years,  and  the  program  proposed  for  approval  differs  radically 
from  the  program  presently  in  operation.  This  makes  it  difficult  to  identify  the 
extent  of  load.  The  situation  is  further  complicated  by  a  prolonged  illness  in 
the  current  semester  of  one  member  of  the  professional  education  faculty,  which 
necessitated  the  employment  of  a  substitute  from  the  community  and  the  assumption 
of  part  of  the  duties  by  the  other  two  members  of  the  department. 

The  proposed  program  allows  for  reasonable  specialization  to  the  extent  of 
concentration  of  responsibilities  within  the  grade  level  of  the  elementary  school 
or  the  secondary  school.  Statements  of  anticipated  teaching  responsibilities 
would  indicate  a  widely  diversified  range  of  courses,  as  reflected  in  the  following 
list :

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The  proposed  program  would  require  heavy  loads  for  the  three  faculty  members 
of  the  Department  of  Education .  The  Chairman  of  the  Department  is  not  given  a 
load  reduction  equated  for  administrative  responsibilities.  The  following 
represents  the  stated  load  distribution  anticipated  under  the  proposed  program; 
Professor  A  -  Chairman  of  the  Department *  will  be  responsible  for 
placement  of  secondary  student  teachers*  contacts  with  public  schools * 
placement  of  graduates,,  correspondence*  committee  assignments*  conferences 
with  students;  all  of  which  would  involve  a  minimum  of  25  percent  of  the 
work  load.  In  addition*  he  plans  to  teach  eight  semester  hours  minimum 
each  term.  On  the  basis  of  the  present  enrolment*  he  would  supervise 
approximately  20  student  teachers  each  term. 

Professor  B  -  Will  teach  approximately  9  semester  hours  each  term  and 
supervise  approximately  10  student  teachers. 

Professor  C  -  Will  be  responsible  for  placement  of  elementary  student  teachers* 
conferences*  program  planning*  and  records*  which  involves  approximately 
20  percent  of  the  work  load.  In  addition*  he  would  teach  9  semester  hours 
and  supervise  20  student  teachers  in  the  fall  term  and  teach  14  semester 
hours  in  the  spring  term. 

Professors  A  and  G  will  not  teach  any  classes  during  the  eight  weeks  of 
supervision  of  student  teachers. 

B.  Academic  Faculty 

Business  Education 

The  business  education  faculty  consists  of  five  persons.  Two  of  the  faculty 
members  have  the  M.B.A.  degree;  two  have  the  M.A.  degree;  and  one  member  holds 
a  M.A.E.  degree. 

The  average  teaching  load  in  the  Business  Education  Department  is  15  semester 
hours.  No  adjustment  is  made  for  committee  assignments  or  other  duties. 
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The  College  Placement  Service  is  maintained  by  the  chairman  of  the  Business 
Education  Department  (with  the  assistance  of  four  honor  students  who  serve  as 
administrative  assistants). 

English 

The  English  faculty  consists  of  three  persons  with  doctor's  degrees  and  four 
persons  with  master's  degrees.  The  average  teaching  load  in  the  English  Department 
is  15  semester  hours.  One  member  of  the  English  Department  teaches  6  hours  in 
German  and  9  hours  in  English, 

Modern  Foreign  Language 

The  faculty  for  teaching  French  and  Spanish  consists  of  three  members.  Two 
hold  the  Ph.D,  and  the  rank  of  professor.  One  holds  the  M.A.,  with  the  rank  of 
instructor.  All  three  have  degrees  and  experience  in  the  area  of  assignment. 

The  average  teaching  load  of  the  two  holding  the  Ph.D.  is  15  hours  $  the  present 
load  of  the  instructor  with  the  M.A.  is  12  hours.  The  average  number  of  students 
per  teacher  is  18. 

Mathematics 

The  mathematics  faculty  consists  of  three  persons  teaching  full-time  and  one 
person  teaching  one-fifth  time.  One  of  the  three  full-time  faculty  members  has  a 
master's  degree  in  mathematics.  The  other  two  full-time  members  have  master's 
degrees  in  education  with  teaching  majors  in  mathematics.  The  part-time  member 
of  the  faculty  has  a  master's  degree  in  drama.  The  average  teaching  load  in  the 
mathematics  department  is  15  semester  hours. 

Science 

The  science  faculty  consists  of  four  members  in  the  Biology  Department,  two 
members  in  the  Chemistry  Department,  one  member  in  the  Physics  Department,  and 
two  members  in  the  Geology  Department.  Five  members  have  the  Ph.D.  degree,  one 
each  in  biology,  chemistry,  and  physics,  and  two  in  geology.  All  of  the  others 
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have  the  master's  degree  with  a  major  in  the  discipline  taught,  and  one  of  the 
master’s  degrees  is  a  Master  of  Arts  degree  in  chemistry  and  education.  College 
teaching  experience  varies  from  1  year  to  25  years.  One  member  in  biology  and 
one  member  in  chemistry  have  had  public  school  teaching  experience.  The  teaching 
load  varies  from  4  semester  hours  to  16,  with  a  median  of  14  semester  hours. 

The  science  faculty  seems  competent  and  well  qualified  to  teach  the  assigned 
courses.  Each  faculty  member  is  enthusiastic.  With  one  or  two  exceptions,  each 
is  making  an  effort  to  improve  his  teaching  competence  by  pursuing  graduate  work 
and  by  attendance  at  NSF  summer  institutes  and  conferences. 

Music 

The  full-time  music  faculty  consists  of  one  person  with  a  doctor’s  degree 
and  three  persons  with  a  master’s  degree.  There  is  one  part-time  faculty  member 
with  a  bachelor's  degree.  The  average  teaching  load  is  16  semester  hours. 

Physical  Education  and  Health 

There  are  two  full-time  physical  education  and  health  faculty  members. 

There  are  four  faculty  members  who  work  in  physical  education  and  inter-school 
athletics.  These  people  work  approximately  half-time  in  physical  education.  One 
faculty  member  has  a  doctor's  degree;  the  other  five  have  master's  degrees. 

Home  Economics 

There  are  two  faculty  members  in  home  economics,  each  holding  the  master's 
degree.  The  head  of  the  department  teaches  15  semester  hours  each  semester.  In 
addition,  she  assists  the  Drama  Department.  The  second  staff  member  teaches  15 
semester  hours  first  semester  and  12  semester  hours  second  semester. 

The  head  of  the  Home  Economics  Department  cooperates  with  the  Education 
Department.  During  the  time  the  students  are  enrolled  in  the  Education  Block 
course,  the  head  of  the  Home  Economics  Department  teaches  a  methods  course  for 
the  education  majors  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Saturday.  In  addition,  she  advises 
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on  the  centers  used  for  the  student  teaching  experience  and  visits  the  student 
teachers  occasionally  while  they  are  getting  this  experience,,  In  compliance 
with  a  request  from  the  Education  Department,  a  written  progress  report  on  each 
student  teacher  is  submitted  by  the  head  of  the  department „ 
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STANDARD  IV— CURRICULA 


Catawba  College  offers  four-year  undergraduate  programs  for  the  preparation 
of  teachers  in  the  area  of  elementary  education  and  the  following  secondary 
school  and  special  subject  areas:  Bible,  business  education,  English,  modern 
foreign  languages  (French  and  Spanish),  mathematics,  science  (including  the 
individual  areas  of  biology,  chemistry,  geology,  and  physics),  social  studies 
(in  the  individual  areas  of  history,  political  science,  and  sociology  only), 
music,  physical  education  and  health,  and  home  economics. 

The  total  enrollment  of  the  college  for  1963-64  is  86l  students.  Included 
in  this  enrollment  are  505  students  from  North  Carolina  and  175  from  Pennsylvania, 
with  the  remainder  coming  from  other  states.  Seniors  graduating  in  January  and 
June,  1964,  total  147  of  whom  67  are  preparing  to  teach. 

Table  1  shows  the  1963-64  teacher  education  graduates  by  certification  areas. 
Complete  information  on  enrollment  in  teacher  education  in  the  junior  class  is 
not  available.

The  program  for  the  preparation  of  a  prospective  teacher  of  French  or 
Spanish  consists  of  24  semester  hours  above  the  elementary  level  of  which  only 
the  first  six  hours  are  specified.  The  24  semester  hours  represent  20  percent 
of  a  basic  four-year  program.

Elementary  French  and  Elementary  Spanish  (1-2),  in  Intermediate  French  and 
Intermediate  Spanish  (11-12),  and  is  intensified  in  the  Conversation  and  Com¬ 
position  Course  (French  or  Spanish  33-34).  In  French  33-34,  each  student  is 
required  to  complete  a  programed  course  in  Phonetics  (a  tape  prepared  by 
Encyclopaedia  Britannica).  No  such  tape  is  used  in  Spanish.  In  spite  of  this 
practice  in  listening  comprehension,  there  seems  to  be  no  adequate  introduction 
to  the  science  of  speech  sounds  (techniques  of  analysis,  description  and  classi¬ 
fication),  or  training  in  the  use  of  the  International  Phonetic  Symbols. 

The  department  reports  that  elementary  courses  are  conducted  in  the  language 
50  percent  of  the  time;  literary  courses,  80  percent  of  the  time  and  conversation 
and  composition  courses,  100  percent  of  the  time. 

The  courses  provide  grammar  and  drill  in  the  elementary  course;  grammar, 
drill  and  some  composition  in  the  intermediate  course;  and  more  intensive  training 
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in  Advanced  Composition  (44)*  assuming  the  student  includes  the  course  numbered  44° 
Reports  in  the  language  are  also  required  in  the  literary  courses. 

At  present*  the  Survey  (21-22)  and  the  Conversation  course  (33-34)  alternate. 

The  fact  that  they  alternate  is  not  indicated  in  the  catalogue,

on  the  side  of  oral  practice  and  oral  composition.  The  minimum  requirement  for 
reading  is  certainly  met  by  a  program  which  offers  so  many  reading  and  literary 
courses. 

With  reference  to  the  last  statement  under  Guideline  2*  that  ‘‘proficiency  in 
the  four  language  skills  as  ordinarily  developed  in  foreign  language  courses  should 
be  assured  by  an  adequate  testing  program*  preferably  by  nationally  developed  tests 
with  standardized  norms*”  there  seems  to  be  no  special  testing  program  to  assure 
minimum  proficiency  in  the  four  skills.  No  nationally  developed  tests  are  in  use 
at  any  level.

The  professional  educational  curriculum  has  changed  radically  within  the 
last  two  or  three  years*  and  the  proposed  program  will  differ  greatly  from 
the  present  program. 

The  proposed  program  for  elementary  school  teachers  has  a  definite  sequence. 

The  professional  education  preparation  will  constitute  approximately  20  percent 
of  the  undergraduate  curriculum.  The  participants  will  normally  do  their  student 
teaching  in  the  first  semester  of  the  senior  year.  The  formal  courses  taken  as 
a  part  of  a  block  during  this  semester's  work  will  include  six  hours  of  methods 
and  three  hours  of  educational  psychology.  These  will  be  taught  four  hours  per 
day  for  six  weeks  with  the  same  teacher.  In  the  second  semester  of  the  senior 
year*  the  student  would  complete  the  professional  courses  by  taking  Historical 
Foundations  of  Education.  A  course  in  sociological  foundations  is  included  in 
the  program  during  the  sophomore  or  junior  year. 

The  proposed  program  for  secondary  subject  teachers  includes  approximately 
14  percent  of  the  total  program  in  professional  education  courses.  One  course* 
Sociological  Foundations*  will  be  completed  in  the  sophomore  or  junior  year*  and 
the  remainder  as  a  block  during  one  semester  of  the  senior  year.  The  formal 
courses  in  the  block  in  which  the  student  teaching  is  accomplished  will  be  conducted 
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as  integrated  subjects  without  definite  hours  or  days  assigned  to  a  special 
subject.  The  students  will  meet  four  hours  per  day  for  six  weeks.  Credit  will 
be  assigned  for  the  record  as  follows:

It  was  stated  in  the  Self-Study  report  that  Adolescent  Psychology  would  be 
taken  by  secondary  candidates  during  the  junior  year.  In  the  proposed  program 
as  stated  at  the  time  of  the  visit  and  as  given  above,,  this  course  will  be  a  part 
of  the  secondary  block. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  unique  concept  of  presentation  of  the  professional 
education  courses  in  the  block.  These  are  identified  as  "integrated'*  courses,, 
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designed  to  avoid  compartmentalized  lines  of  separation.  They  are  planned  to  be 
directed  by  one  teacher  with  assistance  as  needed  from  others  with  special 
qualifications,  specifically,  assistance  in  methods  in  the  secondary  subject 
areas  from  members  of  the  respective  departments.  It  was  stated  that  no 
specific  time  or  sequence  of  presenting  the  specific  subjects  designed  to  develop 
competence  in  the  subject  would  be  outlined.  It  was  implied  that  the  discretion 
of  the  instructor  would  determine  the  amount  of  time  or  when  a  specific  subject, 
such  as  adolescent  psychology,  would  be  presented.  It  was  further  stated  that, 
for  purposes  of  recording,  two  semester  hours  of  credit  would  be  designated  as 
educational  psychology  and  two  as  adolescent  psychology  for  those  in  the  secondary 
block.

There  is  no  published  written  statement  of  purposes  and  objectives  of 
professional  laboratory  experiences.  An  indirect  reference  can  be  found  in  the 
college  catalogue  under  "Aims  of  the  College",  pages  22-23.  Individual  members 
of  the  Education  Department  know  the  purposes  and  objectives ;  however,  these  are 
not  written  out  formally. 

No  one  person  is  designated  as  Director  of  Student  Teaching.  The  Chairman 
of  the  Education  Department  performs  this  function  for  those  preparing  to  teach 
at  the  secondary  level,  and  another  member  of  the  Department  serves  in  a  comparable 
role  for  those  preparing  to  teach  at  the  elementary  level.  The  Chairman  assumes 
the  major  responsibility  in  situations  requiring  decisions  that  affect  over-all 
policy  or  those  requiring  coordination  with  academic  areas. 

A.  Admission  to  Student  Teaching 

Criteria  for  determining  admission  to  student  teaching  are  as  follows: 

1.  Grade  point  average  of  "Cn. 

2.  Some  prerequisites  in  the  form  of  course  work.  General  psychology 
and  adolescent  or  child  psychology  are  required. 

Although  there  is  no  planned  program  of  observation  prior  to  student  teaching, 
the  students  are  given  some  opportunities  to  observe  and  become  acquainted  with  the 
teaching  process  before  assuming  the  role  of  student  teacher.  Some  of  these 
experiences  are: 

1.  A  visit  to  a  public  school  library 

2.  A  visit  to  a  kindergarten 

3.  Visitation  to  a  trainable  class  of  mentally  retarded 

4.  Field  trips. 
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B.  Criteria  for  Cooperating  Schools 


The  following  criteria  are  used  in  selection  of  cooperating  schools: 

1.  There  must  be  a  willingness  on  the  part  of  supervising  teachers, 
principals,  and  superintendents  to  accept  student  teachers. 

2.  The  school  must  be  relatively  close  to  the  college,,  because  all 
student  teachers  continue  to  room  at  the  college. 

3.  The  school  must  have  a  reputation  for  excellence  and  be  fully  accredited. 

C.  Criteria  for  the  Supervising  Teachers 

Stated  criteria  for  supervising  teachers  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  teachers  must  hold  "A"  certificates. 

2.  All  teachers  must  be  teaching  in  their  fields  of  certification. 

3.  One  year  of  teaching  experience  is  necessary. 

A  wish  that  the  teachers  be  successful  teachers  "both  in  spirit  and  in 
technical  competence"  is  stated  in  the  Self-Study. 

D.  Coordination  with  Cooperating  Elementary  and  Secondary  School  Personnel 

Coordination  is  effected  with  cooperating  schools  mainly  through  the  two 
persons  in  the  Education  Department  responsible  for  student  teaching  activities. 
Activities  which  promote  coordination  are  as  follows: 

1.  Visitation  of  college  supervisors— the  aim  is  five  visits ,  including 
visits  of  subject-matter  advisors. 

2.  Conferences  with  student  teachers,,  supervising  teachers,  principals, 
and  superintendents. 

Student  teachers  usually  are  placed  in  the  local  city  and  county  school  units, 
occasionally  in  adjoining  counties.  During  the  fall  semester  those  majoring  in 
elementary  education,  physical  education,  social  studies,  and  French  are  placed. 
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During  the  spring  semester  students  majoring  in  English,  business  education, 
Spanish,  science,  mathematics  and  home  economics  teach.  Advisors  in  academic 
areas  visit  their  students  and  help  promote  coordination  with  cooperating  schools. 

E.  The  Student  Teaching  Program 

Student  teaching  consists  of  an  eight-week  full-time  period  of  observing 
and  teaching  in  a  public  school.  A  student  is  expected  to  observe  for  a  minimum 
of  90  hours  and  to  teach  120  hours.  Student  teachers  arrive  when  supervising 
teachers  arrive  and  spend  the  entire  day  at  the  school.  On  Saturday,  the  student 
teachers  meet  with  their  college  advisors  for  a  four-hour  seminar  to  discuss 
problems  which  may  have  come  about  during  the  week.  Students  receive  six  semester 
hours'  credit  for  student  teaching. 

F.  Evaluation  of  Student  Teaching 

Those  involved  in  evaluation  of  student  teaching  are  the  college  supervisors, 
supervising  teachers,  principals,  and  the  students.  Grades  are  derived  by— 

1.  Observations. 

2.  Rating  scales  used  by  supervising  teachers  and  college  supervisors. 

3.  Principals'  comments. 

The  entire  program  is  evaluated  by  students  through  anonymous  comments  on 
the  weaknesses  and  areas  of  possible  improvement. 
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STANDARD  VI— FACILITIES ,  EQUIPMENT,  AND  MATERIALS 

The  Department  of  Education  is  housed  in  several  buildings  on  the  college 
campus. 

A.  Building  facilities  and  Equipment 

1.  Faculty  Offices 

The  three  full-time  faculty  members  normally  share  one  office  on  the  third 
floor  of  the  Administration  Building.  The  office  is  equipped  with  four  desks, 
three  chairs,  several  filing  cabinets,  and  built-in  shelving. 

At  present,  one  of  these  faculty  members,  due  to  recent  illness,  shares  an 
office  on  the  first  floor. 

2.  Classrooms 

The  Department  has  exclusive  use  of  one  classroom  located  on  the  third  floor 
of  the  Administration  Building.  This  room  is  used  mainly  for  the  secondary  block 
program.  The  room  is  equipped  with  chalkboards,  a  teacher's  desk,  two  maps,  and 
student  desks.  A  second  classroom,  in  the  basement  of  the  Music  Building,  is 
considered  an  art  laboratory  and  is  used  for  the  elementary  block  program  and  the 
art  education  classes.  It  is  a  large  room  with  several  pillars  blocking  part  of 
the  view. 

One  faculty  member  normally  teaches  classes  in  a  second  classroom  on  the  third 
floor  and  in  a  classroom  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the  Administration  Building.  He 
also  teaches  classes  in  a  classroom  in  the  Science  Building.  At  the  present  time, 
due  to  recent  illness,  this  faculty  member  is  teaching  all  classes  in  classrooms  on 
the  first  floor  of  the  Administration  Building. 

The  psychology  classes  taught  by  the  Department  of  Psychology  staff  for  teacher 
education  students  are  taught  in  classrooms  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Administration 
Building.

3 .  Secretarial  and  Duplicating  Services 


Secretarial  service  for  the  three  full-time  faculty  members  in  education  is 
provided  by  student  assistants  at  the  rate  of  12  hours  per  week.  The  college 
provides  a  central  duplicating  service  for  all  departments. 

4.  Community  Center 

A  modern,,  well-equipped  Community  Center  is  available  and  is  used  for  audio¬ 
visual  instruction. 

B.  Curriculum  Laboratory  and  Related  Resources 

A  small  room  on  the  third  floor  of  the  Administration  Building  houses  the 
curriculum  laboratory.  The  room  is  equipped  with  three  tables ,  ten  chairs,  and 
six  small  bookcases.  Resources  available  include  most  of  the  State  adopted  textbooks 
guides  to  free  and  inexpensive  materials ,  and  a  limited  number  of  curriculum  guides. 

The  audiovisual  equipment  available  is  located  in  a  small  storage  room  adjoining 
the  curriculum  laboratory.  The  equipment  consists  of  three  motion  picture  projectors 
three  screens ,  one  overhead  projector,  one  opaque  projector,  one  filmstrip  and  slide 
projector,  ten  filmstrips,  and  one  record  player.  A  tape  recorder,  located  elsewhere 
is  also  available.  This  equipment  is  available  for  use  by  all  departments. 

Some  of  the  approximately  $2,000  budgeted  for  the  Department  of  Education 
for  1963-64  can  be  spent  for  the  curriculum  laboratory.  In  addition,  a  request  can 
be  made  for  use  of  funds  from  a  central  college  fund  for  instructional  purposes. 

C.  Library  Resources 

Most  of  the  library  resources  related  to  teacher  education  are  located  in  the 
college  library,  a  modern  facility  with  a  number  of  desirable  features.  These 
features  include  two  seminar  rooms,  two  listening  rooms,  a  limited  number  of 
carrels,  a  typing  room,  open  stacks,  and  a  lecture  room  equipped  for  audiovisual 
use.  A  special  juvenile  collection  is  used  for  the  professional  course  in 
children's  literature. 
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A  count  made  in  February ,  1963  showed  about  57,700  catalogued  books  and 
periodicals  in  the  library ,  with  the  following  totals  in  psychology  and  education 
classifications  %

The  library  is  a  depository  for  federal  documents  and  has  received  a  three  year 
Kellogg  Foundation  grant  to  be  used  to  strengthen  teacher  education.  During  1962-63 , 
the  expenditure  from  the  fund  amounted  to  $3,739. 

Library  expenditure  data  for  1961-62  shows  that  $4,183.31  was  spent  for  book 
purchases,  of  which  $389.59  was  for  education  and  psychology.  In  addition,  education 
and  psychology  periodicals  cost  approximately  $120  and  the  cost  of  binding  amounted 
to  about  $100.  All  books  requested  by  the  faculty  in  education  and  psychology  were 
purchased. 

D.  Contemplated  Changes 

There  are  plans  for  making  minor  improvements  in  the  art  laboratory  during 
the  summer  of  1964. 

The  need  for  more  classroom  and  office  space  has  been  recognized  by  the 
trustees  of  the  college.  At  their  February,  1964,  meeting,  the  trustees  initiated 
an  architectural  survey  of  the  old  auditorium  in  the  Administration  Building  to 
determine  the  feasibility  of  converting  this  area  into  classroom  and  office  space. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  Department  of  Education  will  secure  use  of  some  or  all 
of  any  such  space.  This  would  make  it  possible  to  locate  all  of  the  classroom 
and  office  facilities  for  professional  education  in  one  location  as  well  as  provide 
additional  space . 
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E.  Facilities,  Equipment,  and  Materials  by  Subject  Areas 


Business  Education 

Four  classrooms,  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Administration  Building, 
are  equipped  with  the  customary  chalkboards,  desks,  shelves,  etc.,  and  are  assigned 
for  use  of  the  members  of  the  Business  Education  Department. 

The  director  maintains  a  private  office,  part  of  which  is  occupied  by  the 
administrative  assistants  for  the  Placement  Service.  A  suite  of  two  offices 
(second  floor)  is  maintained  for  three  faculty  members.  One  office  is  maintained 
on  the  first  floor  for  a  member  who  is  handicapped.

English 

There  are  three  offices  allotted  for  the  use  of  the  English  faculty.  All 
these  offices  are  in  the  same  building,  but  they  are  not  on  the  same  floor.  Each 
faculty  member  of  the  English  department  must  share  an  office  with  another  instructor. 
In  one  instance,  three  instructors  share  one  office.  The  English  department  head 
shares  an  office  with  the  head  of  the  Department  of  Philosophy  and  Religion. 


Approximately  four  classrooms ,  all  located  in  the  main  building,  are  used 
for  instruction  in  English,  They  are  on  various  floors  of  the  building.  There 
are  customary  blackboards  and  desks. 

The  department  has  access  to  audiovisual  equipment,  including  tape  recorders, 
movie  projectors,  and  an  opaque  projector.  There  are  119  records  related  to 
poetry,  speech,  and  drama  in  the  records  library.  These  are  stored  in  the 
audiovisual  center  in  the  library,  and  classes  are  taken  to  hear  them  in  the 
listening  room  in  the  library. 

Modern  Foreign  Languages 

Four  classrooms  are  used  for  instruction.  Four  teachers  share  one  small 
office  (this  includes  a  German  teacher).  There  is  a  10-position  portable  lab 
(Audio  Teaching  Center)  in  a  classroom  designated  as  the  Language  Laboratory,  The 
department  also  has  two  tape  recorders,  two  record  players,  a  small  library  of 
tapes,  records  and  magazines. 

Mathematics 

The  Department  of  Mathematics  uses  three  rooms  in  the  Administrative  Building 
and  one  room  in  the  Science  Building  on  a  part-time  basis.  The  rooms  are  equipped 
with  the  usual  blackboards  and  desks. 

The  three  mathematics  professors  share  one  office  in  the  Administrative  Building. 

Projectors  are  available  for  use  by  the  department  through  the  Department  of 
Education. 

Science 

The  teaching  supplies,  apparatus,  equipment  and  quarters  are  modern,  well- 
kept,  and  available  to  the  student.  The  Geology  Department  is  a  new  department. 

Since  it  is  just  getting  under  way,  the  accumulation  of  materials  is  limited.  Space 
for  its  growth  is  provided. 
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Music 


The  Music  Department  has  four  studios,  four  classrooms ,  one  auditorium, 
three  practice  rooms,  three  rehearsal  halls,  and  a  wide  variety  of  music 
instruments  and  related  equipment .  The  following  library  resources  are  available;

Physical  Education  and  Health 

Outdoor  facilities  include  four  cement  tennis  courts  in  good  condition, 
an  excellent  archery  range,  an  intramural  and  physical  education  field  for  women, 
an  intramural  and  physical  education  field  for  men,  an  excellent  football  stadium, 
an  excellent  baseball  stadium. 

Indoor  facilities  include  a  gymnasium  which  does  an  adequate  job  serving  both 
men  and  women.  Planned  in  the  building  program  in  the  near  future  is  a  modern 
gymnasium  at  an  estimated  $700,000.  Preliminary  drawings  have  been  made  and  a 
site  has  been  chosen. 
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Equipment  and  materials  include  a  record  player,  records,  mats,  parallel 
bars,  a  vaulting  horse,  ropes,  badminton  equipment,  archery  equipment,  soccer 
balls,  volley  balls,  tennis  balls,  softball  equipment,  basketballs,  and  footballs. 
Included  in  the  required  program  are  excellent  accommodations  for  bowling 
(24  modern  lanes)  and  golf  (nine-hole  golf  course,  nine-hole  pitch  and  putt,  and  driving 
range),  all  located  off  campus.  The  library  has  adequate  professional  periodicals 
for  classroom  assignments. 

Home  Economics 

The  Home  Economics  Department  is  housed  in  North  Hall  with  space  allocated 
on  the  first  floor.  The  space  consists  of  a  clothing  laboratory,  foods  laboratory, 
office  and  storage  combination,  dining  and  living  areas.  The  department  has 
access  to  two  dormitory  rooms  within  the  building  which  serve  as  residence  areas 
during  the  home  management  course. 

The  clothing  laboratory  serves  as  the  classroom  for  the  teaching  of  home 
furnishings  and  design.  The  foods  laboratory  is  used  as  a  classroom  for  the 
teaching  of  family  relations,  child  development  and  management  in  addition  to 
foods. 

The  annual  department  budget  is  $250.  Of  this  amount,  $200  is  allocated 
to  the  foods,  child  development,  home  management  and  family  relations  areas.  The 
remaining  $50  is  allocated  for  use  in  the  clothing,  design  and  home  furnishings 
area. 
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
